Mr. Turner on the Tariff. 

Judze Turner, of Georgia, delivered the 
snecch of today on the tariff bills, but he 
did uot confine himself to the tariff ex- 
clusively, and during his speech the house 
gave hin splendid attention, and the ap- 
plauise on the democratic side was hearty 
and continued. Mr. Turner, indeed, made 
agreat speech. 

Mr. Turner confessed that when the gen- 
(lemun from Maine (Mr. Dingley) inveighed 
agniust the insignificance of the free wool 
Kill and those which were to follow, he 
joined in that denunciation. He would 
have beon glad to have had the pending bill, 
Which would sweep the whole borizon and 
giye to every citizen that compensaticn 
which a fair and just reform of the tariif 
would give to every consumer in the 
country. His judgment jn this 

respect had been »verruled by 
those whose opinion he de- 
ferred with great respect, and it was due to 
those gentlemen that he should say that 
they. sincerely believed that their policy 
would enable the majority of the house to 
secure for the people some slight relief from 
the burden of taxation. 

But though the gentleman from Maine 
regaried the pending measure as of slight 
consequence, it seemed that it had suth- 
cient scope to require him to discuss it for 
four hours. The gentleman from Maine 
had had an economic education, surpassed 
by any man on the floor. In addition to 
this, he was a specialist by nature. 

In the school of protection, he had no 
peer; no superior. He had the training 
that the every-day criminal lawyer gave 
to his client—to admit nothing, and to 
deny everything. (Laughter.) 

The wool duty of tudav bad been largely 
the work of His distinguished friend from 
Maine (Mr. Dingley). The tariff act, as 
far as it referred to wool, was a curious 
document. It provides for compound com- 
pensatory and advalorem duties. It illus- 
trated the peculiar genius of the gentleman 
from Maine. If the duties which the 
government collected on imported wool and 
woolen goods should be aggregated with the 
enhanced cost of American’ wool and 
American goods it would appear that the 
American people in a year on the pretext of 
protecting the farmer had paid into the 
treasury and to the manufacturers a sum 
equal to the value of every sheep in the 
United States. 

A Rumored Split.

The southern members of 
the alliance have never taken kindly to 
the third party movement and they have 
been expected to give but little aid and 
comfort to those who are engaged in the 
atlcinpt to build up a great peoples 
party.

IRON COMPANIES COMBINE. 
Two Large Corporations Merged with the 
Tennessee Coal Company. 

New York. March 10.—(Special.)—The 
purchase of the Di bardeleben Coal and trou 
Company and the Sloss Lron and Steel Com- 
pany by the Tennessee Coal nnd lron Com- 
pany will be closed tonight subject to rati- 
tiettion by the stockholders of the three 
companies. This will be a mere formahty 
as a majority of the stock of all the com- 
panies has been represented im the negota- 
tions. The ‘Tennessee Coal and Iron Com- 
pany will inerease its capital stock to $20U,- 
(KK).0O0 and will increase its bond issue to 
the same figure. This is two million less 
than the present capitalization of the three 
companies. ‘The stockholders of the Sloss 
and Debardeleben companies will receive 
new stock of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company for their present holdings. The 
indebtedness and fixed charges of the two 
companies will be assumed and guaranteed 
by the Tennessee (‘oal and Iron. ‘Lhe new 
stock will be divided into three classes—

‘There will 
be no change in the name of the company 
and ‘Thomas. C. Piatt will continue as 
president. The financial headquarters of the 
company will be in New York, with branch 
oflices and vice president in Nashville and 
sirmingham.

THE MATTER STILL BEING DISCUSSED, 


And the United States Will Maintain 
the Modus Vivondi. 
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MORE WORK FOR THE NAVAL VESSELS

Looking Around to Bee What Ships Will 
Be Available to Send to Behring 
Sea—Other Gossip. 


Washington, March 10.—General Fos- 
ter, of the state department, who is as 
sisting the president in the Behring sea 
fisheries negotiations, had a long confer- 
ence at the navy department this after- 
noon with Secretary Tracy and Commo- 
dore Ramsey, chief of the bureau of navl- 
gation. While it is not possible to state 
positively what occurred at the confer- 
ence, tt is said to be a safe assumption 
that it related solely to the consideration 
of the course to be pursued.by the navy 
in enforcing the contention of this gov- 
ernment that the Pelagic sealing in 
Behring sea should be wholly suspended 
pending a settlement by arbitration of 
the controversy between the United 
States and Great Britain. Although 
there is no certainty that Great Britain 
will not co-operate in the work of keep- 
ing the sealing vessels out of the sea, the 
well-known objection of that government 
to the closing of the sea to vesse!s of Can- 
ada justifies, it Is said, the alleged as- 
sumption on the part of this government, 
that if the sea is to-be patrolled it will 
have to be doné aliogether by our own 
navy and revenue vessels. It is, there 
fore, inferred that today’s conference re 
lated soiely to the best method of per- 
forming this service in the event that 
Great Britain declines the president's 
proposition of the Sth instant for the 
present renewal of the modus yivendi.. 

It is asserted in some quarters that the 
navy department is now well prepared to 
enforce such a policy, provided there is 
no resistance thereto on the part of the 
ritish governmeént. The disposition of 
that government to resist any interfer- 
ence with merchant vessels flying its flag, 
desiring. to enter Behring sea, would, 
however, put an entirely different phase 
on the question. In the event that this 
government adheres to its policy of last 
year, it will send all the available vessels 
ut its conrmand to Behring sea soon 
enough, if possible, to control all its ap- 
proaches and prevent the entrance of 
all sealing vessels—American as well at 
others. Naval vessels that can be used 
for this service are the Charleston, 
Baltimore and Ranger, at San Tran- 
cisco; the Mohican, now on her way to 
Port Orchard, Wash., with the Nipsie in 
tow; the Yorktown and Boston, now en 
route to San Francisco fram Callao. The 
revenue cutters Bear, Rush and Corwin, 
now fitting at San Franciseo for their 
annual cruise to the seal islands, would 
also assist in the work of policing the re- 
stricted waters. 

Cotton Statistics for Louisiana, 

The census oftice has issued the preliminary 
Statistics of cotton production in Louisiana, 
compiled by Mr. B. C. White, under the super- 
vision of Special Agent Hyde, in charge of 
the division of agriculture. The acreage in 
cotton in that state in the year 1889-90 was 
1,270,885; the number of bales produced, 
659,583, not including linters, and the average 
yield per acre, fifty-two hundredths of a bale. 
The figures reported at the tenth census for 
the year 1579-80 were as follows: Acreage, 
864,787; number of bales, 508,569, and yield 
per acre, fifty-nine hundredths of a bale. The 
figures now issued are subject to aslight miodi- 
fication in the final report, which will also in- 
clude cotton seed and other branches of the 
cotton investigation which the ceusus office is 
engaged in.

DISTRIBUTION OF GRAIN, 


Report of the Statistican of the Depart- 
ment of Agricultura. 


Washington, March 10.—The March report 
of the distribition of wh@at and corn by tho 
statistican of the department of agriculture 
makes the stock of wheat in the growers’ 
hands 171,000,000 bushels, or 28 per cent of the 
crop, 63,000,000 of spring wheat, and 108,000,000 
of winter wheat, much of the latter in states 
which have practically no commercial distri- 
bution, but entering into local consumption 
for bread and seed. This is the largest reserve 
ever reporied, that of the largest previous 
crop of 1884 being 169,000,000 bushe!s. 

Exports from July Ist to March Ist were 
164,000,000 bushels, the fall seed 36,000,000 
bushels, consumption apparently 200,000,000, 
but tbe larger proportion is taken for con- 
sumption in the fall and winter, and the 
actual cousunrption is proportionally greater 
thanin spring and summer. The assumed 
consumption from March 1, 1891, to March ], 
1892, is 300,000,000 bushels fora population of 
64,300,000, 

The estimated quantity of corn in farmers’ 
hands is $60,000,000 bushels, or 41.8 per cent of 
the crop, This is the largest proportion ever 
reported, that of 1889 excepted, which was 
45.9 per cent, or $70,000,000 bushels. The 
seven principal states have asurplus of 546,- 
000,000 bushe!s, or 41 per cent of their product, 
against 667,000,000 from the the great crop of 
1489. The proportion merchantable is the 
largest ever reported—838.5 per cent, against 
85.7 two years ago. 


May Affect the Entire Systera. 


Indianapolis, March 10. The strike of the 
employes in the Pennsylvania railroad compa- 
ny’s shops here, which began three weeks 
ago, now seems likely to effect the entire sys- 
tem. Several carloads of men breught here 
from the east since the time of the strike 
were persuaded not to go to work until yes- 
terday. The company succeeded in getting 
into the shops thirteen men brought from 
Vliladelphia. ‘She executive board of the 
machinists’ union is in session and it is 
thought probable that a strike on the entire 
system against piece work will be ordered. 


The Emperor Has a Cold. 


Berlin, March 10.—Emperor William is con- 
fined to his bed. His physicians say he is suf- 
fering from a slight cold. Some alarm, how- 
ever, is felt concerning his condition, for it is 
known that today he has not receivei reports 
on state business which it is customary for

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| “THEY FOUGHT WITH WINCHESTERS. 


Failed to Hit Each Other, but Killed a Dy 
stander. 

Waycross, Ga., March 10.—(Special.)— 
The commission of crime among the ne- 
groves seems to be on “the increase. This 
view of the matter is sabstantiated by 
facis taken during the past year by your 
correspondent in this and adjoining coun- 
ties. From this point, have reported 
lynchings aud murders which took place in 
adjoining counties, all of whieh were con- 
fined to the negroes. During the last year, 
several negroes have been found dead at 
different places near here, on the railroad 
track. Some of these were evidently killed 
by trains, while the cause of the death of 
some of the others was not so plain. Toul 
play was suspected in some cases, but there 
was little evidence, and even the names of 
some of them could not be ascertained. 
Not long ago, a negro was killed in a wreck 
here, and nobody knew his naire. Another 
evidently weut to sleep on the track, with- 
in the limits of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railroad yard. He was com- 
pletely disemboweled. He kad in his pocket 
several Sunday sehool books and papers, 
but nobody knew who he was, where he 
came from, or anything about him. Every 
day or so, reports come from turpentine 
stills and sawmills of shooting and cutting 
scrapes among the negroes. 

Your correspondent learned this morving 
of a shooting serape which took place 
yesterday, near the Okefenookee swamp, 
betweey George Williams and one Pritch- 
ard, both negroes, over some trivial affair. 
These two negroes were employed by the 
Sewanee Canal Company. The weapons 
used were Winchester rifles. Thirty shots 
were fired simultaneously at each other, 
but neither negro was hit. One of the 
stray bullets, however, struck an innocent 
negro, named Willie Stinson, and killed 
him instantly. Williams and Pritchard 
escaped, after finding out what had hap- 
pened. 

Another report comes this morning, from 
Falkston, that Stewart's commissary, near 
that place, was broken into Friday night 
and $305 stolen. This recalls the famous 
Fort Mudge commissary burglary, which 
led to the murder of Deputy Sheriff Cui- 
pepper, and the shooting of an innocent 
negro, who was mistaken for Elijah 
Cheavers, now under seutence for the mur- 
der of Mr. Culpepper. Jessie Mungan, 
John A. Robinson and Nep Williams, all 
colored, were arrested by Lem Redden- 
berry, deputy constable, for the burglary 
of Stewart's commissary.

The 
suit was against General Butler as endorsor of 
the note, which he discounted. The note was 
rotested for non-payment, and the general, on 

ing sued, in April, 1890, set up asa defense 
that the bank had no title becanse it bought 
it of 8S. .8 Moseley & Co., Boston 
brokers, and did not discount it di- 
rectly. Another defense set up later in 
the case was that the note was made on 
Sunday, and was illegal and void. The case 
was tried in East Cambridge. The plaintiff 
admitted tiat the note Was made on aSunday. 
but declared that that made no difference, be 
cause they were suing an endorser, and that 
the endorsement was madeon a Saturday— 
July 10, 1886. The bank’s judgment is for the 
face of the note and accrued interest.

CHILE COOLED DOWN. 


The Il Feeling Towards Americans 
Has Disappeared 


AND AMERICAN RESIDENTS HAPPY 


The Chileans Seem Glad to Get Out 
of the Difficulty, 


THOUGH THEY CAME OUT SECOND BEST. 


They Are Perfectly Willing That the 
State Department and Their Minister 
Fix the Indemnity Due. 


Santiago de Chile, March 10.—The excite- 
ment in Santiago and Valparaiso, which was 
caused by the possibility of serious compli- 
eations between the United States and Chile 
two weeks .ago, has subsided about as 
quickly as it rose, and during the past ten 
days a more reasonable spirit has been man- 
ifested towards the United States than at 
dny other time since the close of the revolu- 
tion last August. The recent reply which 
the Chilean foreign office made to the de 
mands of the United States, and the subse- 
quent message which President Harrison 
sent to congress, are regarded here as dis- 
posing of all the questions between the two 
governments, except the redress to be 
given by Chile for the attack upon _ the 
sailors of the Baltimore in October last.

understanding is that the affair is to be 
settled by the state department and the 
Chilean miuister in Washington. The air 
of definnece which prevailed here for some 
time has apparently passed away, at least 
there is no more talk indulged in about an 
eagerness to have war with the United 
States and there is no indication’ that 
either the native or foreign residents be- 
lieve that Chile has passed through the 
ditheulty with any special credit to herself.

THE STATE FINISHES ITS EVIDENCE, 


What the Defenso Will Try to Prove 
Story of the Crime—A Prisoner 
Escapes ‘rom the Jail. 


Sandersville, Ga., March 10.—(Special.)— 
It was on the turn of the meridian of Sun- 
day. October 25th last that a buggy, driven 
by a nevro, dreve up to a little hollow in the 
road which crosses the Central railroad at 
Sunhill. It contained two white men; one 
William H. Horton, tue other bis brother, 
Fred. One of them carried a well-filled 
valise, the other a bundle, and both went 
up to the ticket office. They called for 
tickets to Qcaree, a station cigbteen miles to 
the north. The train came along in a few 
minutes aud with it the two men disap- 
peared. ‘Che solution of that disappear- 
ance was the work of Washington superior 
court today. The courtroom was densely 
packed. ‘The interest maintained was in- 
tense, and the incidents of the day were 
The charge on the one side was 
that these tnen had burned eight bridges on 
dhe Central railroad; the defense was an 
alibi, and both theories were strongly pre- 
gente. 

The theory of the prosecution started out 
with the testimony of Conductor Beebe, 
who identified the two men as the only ones 
that boarded. his train that day at Sunhill. 
He @Gid not veheve that they got off before 
reaching the destination called for by their 
tickets. but couldu’t swear that they did get 
off at Oconee. The train had. stopped 
at a watertank, near that station A 
hand of theatrical people who were aboard 
got off there to gather flowers and fall shrub- 
bery.

The Minority’s Opinion Would Puzzle a 
Sphinx, 


CENTRAL STOCKHOLDERS NONPLUSED. 


One Kind ofa Receiver W ould Be “Worse 
Than a Bad Lease—General New 
of the Rail. ‘ 


— 


The Central’s minority stockholders are 
still nonplused. They do not seem inclined 
to favor breaking the lease, for that would 
cut off the guarranteed 7 per cent dividend. 
And they hesitate to pronounce in favor of 
sustaining the contract, because they may 
hereafter miss their interest. 

It is a puzzling question. 

One of the stockholders says: ‘We hate 
to throw that 7 per cent overboard. While 
we had no voice in making the lease, and 
at the time were opposed to it, we generally 
recognize the fact now that as an inde 
pendent system, the Central’s chances of 
making 7 per cent would be anything but 
bright. There might be a certain combi- 
nation of circumstances under which the 
Central would prove a big earner even in 
the hands of a receiver. 

“In the first place though, the receiver 
would have to be a practical railroad man 
of a high order of ability. He should be 
a broad, firm, active man, rather more ag- 
gressive than conservative. He should be 
a man who knows the territory in which 
the Central would have to fight for busi- 
ness. I see The Constitution has suggested 
that the Central could probably form close 
tratlic arrangements with the Louisville 
and Nashville. He would have to show 
firmness in negotiating with that system 
for it would no doubt try to crowd the 
Central at first. Those two systems are 
jointly interested in the Georgia road and 
the Atlanta and West Point, and I see no 
reason why they should not work splendidly 
with each other. 

‘The Central used to be burdened with 
the Port Royal and Augusta and the Port 
Royal and Western Carolina roads. Those 
two are now leased by the Richmond and 
Danville direct, I understand. The Central 
could reach into Carolina very well over 
the Southbound, which pierces the state. 

“Prudently managed the Central should 
make a fair dividend under a receiver, but 
the worst thing that could happen to it 
would be for it to fall into the hands of 
a receiver bent on reorganizing it for his 
own benefit. A reeciver who manipulates 
the securities of a corporation is a disaster 
to the stockholders.”

Albany, Ga., March 10.—(Special.)—The 
talk ove- -he Central railroad being thrown 
into the hands of a receiver has been com- 
mented upon as freely in Albany as in any 
other city in the state and is still a leading 
topic. The interest here arises from the 


systems that’ runs into the city or radiates 
therefrom, and besides, there are parties in 
the city who have money invested in stock 
of the road. Captain John A. Davis is a 
large stockholder and has long been promi- 
neutly connected with -the Central system. 
For this reason .a reporter of The News 
and Advertiser called upon him to get ms 
opinion as to the recent change in affairs 
and the road being thrown into the hands of 
a receiver. : 

Captain Davis said, “I 4m a strong be- 
licver in the Central railroad and today 
would not offer my. stock in that corporation 
for sale even though the receivership eontest 
bad not arisen. But while I am sorrv the 
road bas been thrown into the hands of a 
receiver I sincerely hope for an early solu- 
tion of matters. When the road was first 
leased to the Georgia Pacific, I favored the 
lease from the fact.that I felt, as Mr. In- 
man feels now, that a consolidatiom of in- 
terests in the’ south would render the rail- 
roads moré able to compete with the gigantic 
corporations of the north and west. Not 
only that but it would prevent the smaller 
roads of the south being absorbed by the 
larger corporations with which they come in 
-eontact. With a guaranteed dividend on the 
lease I felt that it was a good thing. But 
there bas been so much suspicion and 50 
much apprehension in the public mind as to 
the operation of the Central by the lessees, 
there has been so much dorbt as to the 
ability of the Richmond Terminal to carry 
out its contract; that since the step has been 
taken I 4m enxious for the fullest legal in- 
vestigation to be made. I want the courts 
to test the legality of lease, because that 
has been attacked. and 1 want the road to 
go back to the original stockholders or be 
operated by parties who will give the proper 
guarantee. i know what the Central rail- 
road property is and I know what it can do 
if properly operated. I am glad, too, that 
this litigation came just when it did, for if 
the road is returned to its original stock- 
lrolders’ it will be in a condition not run 
down or depreciated and can be taken back 
in just as good condition as when 
we leased ir. The litigation, 1 think, will 
result in good to the road one way or 
another, I mean putting it in the hands of 
its owners or responsible parties who are to 
sustain it.” - 

“Do you think Mr. Inman is trying to 
wreck the road to buy it in cheap?’ 

“T do not. I know Mr. Inman personally 
and on my “isits to New York have con- 
ferred with him freely. He has too much 
at stake in the south and too much pride in 
his work in the south to attempt to wreck a 
big railroad property like .the Central. I 
have no faith whatever in such rumors.”

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The Remonetization of Silver. 

The stock argument against the propo- 
sition to remonetize silver is that if the 
measure passes the house the democrats 
will be unable to carry New York next 
fall, and will lese in other states.

with Mr. Gould these other wealthy men 
and the carpers who now attack Mr. Gould, I 
would like to know who would make the bet- 
ter showing. 

When Larry Godkin read this his in- 
fignation found vent in a terrible out- 
burst. The angry editor scored the 
preacher for ignoring Gould's business 
carecr, which he proceeded to condense 
in the following salty paragraph: 

He appeared on the scene in 1870 as the 
very embodiment of bold Knavery and fraud 
on such a scale that the exposure and pun- 
ishment of it nearly broke down our legislat- 
ive and judicial system. He stole a whole 
railroad, to begin with, and lived with his 
confederate in barbarous luxury on its reve- 
Mucs for some time, and corrupted the courts 
and Jegislatures in his efforts to defy justice. 
When driven to bay and forced to disgorge, 
he made the unparalleled “restitution” of 
$9,000,000, which was really only a small por- 
tion of his plunder! His own account of his 
methods, before a legislative committee, in 
carrysing out his schemes was one of the 
most cynical declarations of contempt for 
political and social morality probably ever 
mide in public. These methods have been 
made the subject of a book which is one of 
the best known in the political and financial 
literature of the day. His career since he 
finally escaped from the clutches of penal jus- 
tice has been largely that of a “wrecker” of 
railroads, and he has prosecuted it with such 
energy and success that we believe we speak 
wel) within the mark when we say that the 
mere fact that Jay Gould has come into con- 
trol of a corporation is considered on all 
the great markets of the world a signal for 
widows and orphans and prudent people to 
sell its securities and get ont of it. That 
sucha career should have lasted for a quarter 
of a century without serious break or imped- 
diment, and should leave its hero rich and 
hovered in his old age by professional mor- 
alists, is surely the most shocking example 
ever set to the young men of a modern state. 
And yet his pastor knows nothing of it, and 
will not know, and begs money of him for 
“church extension.” 

Perhaps this chapter of alleged history 
requires no comment, but it will have 
very little weight with many, simply be 
cause it is used to point the virtuous 
avrath of Larry Godkin. The editor of 
The Evening Post is noted for -his bio- 
graphical attacks upon prominent men, 
but as his victims continue to do business 
at the same old stand, with no loss of 
appetite, and no apparent depression of 
spirits, people have long since come to 
the conclusion that something is the mat- 
ter with Godkin. It will be recollected 
that Colonel John A. Cockerill once char- 
acterized him as an all-round liar and 
scoundrel. Possibly this little pastoral 
in prose has stamped itself upon the pub- 
lic mind. Be this as it may, there is no 
demand for Larry as a moral lecturer, 
and nobody cares a nickel about his opin- 
jon. If he is wise he will bottle his mor- 
ality for home consumption. Its brand 
kills it with the general public.

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NO SCHOOL FEES. 


State School Commissioner Bradwell 
Rules Them Out 


IN CASES LIKE THE TENNILLE INSTITUTE. 


The Most Important Opinion the State 
School Commissioner Has Rendered 
Bince He Entered the Office. 


The Tennville institute and all other 
schools in Georgia receiving money for sup- 
port, will have to let children enter them 


without paying fees hereafter. 
Such is the decision of the state school com- 


missioner. 
The ruling is very important, bearing as It 
does, upon the operation vf every school in 


Georgi’. 

Here is the full text; 

Office of State School Commissioner, Atlanta 
Ga., March 9, 1892.—L. G. Davis vs. Tennille In- 
stitute. Admission of children in said school 
refused—Application of the board of education 
of Washington county, before whom said case is 
pending for opinion and ruling from the state 
school commissioner. 

After due consideration of all the facts in the 
above case, I deliver the following opinion: 

1. Money for educational purposes is voted only 
to the State umiver:ity and to the common 
schools. The university, representing higher ed- 
ucation, receives aid from the state through the 
branch colleges, school of technology, Geor- 

ia Normal and _  ZIndustrial school, etc. 

ommon schools receive aid from 
the state through the public school system. There 
is no provision whatever made for secondary edu- 
cation in Georgia. The common schools eapre- 
sent primary education, which in explicit lan- 
guage is limited tothe ‘‘clementary branches of 
an English education only.” By legislative enact- 
ment these branches are specifically mentioned, 
viz: Orthography, reading, writing, arithmetic, 
geography and English grammar. The state does 
not propose to pay any teacher for teaching pu- 
pils in the middle ground between the primary 
and the collegiate. 

2. Admission tothe common schools is free to all 
the children of the state, the only restriction 
being that the schools for the races shall be 
separate. ‘‘The children of the state,” by statu- 
tory enactment, comprise those between six and 
eighteen years of —_ 

5. The public school s¥stem embraces alli the 
schools which receive aid from the state, where 
the el@mentary branches are taught, and are di- 
vided into two classes—the local systems, which 
are, by special law, independent in rules and reg- 
ulations, but dependent in pecuniary aid and in 
feports upon the publie schosl system, and the 
coinmon schools proper, which are directly under 
the control of the machinery of the public schoo! 
system. Of the latter class there are two 
divisions—the schools which continue only 
during the — echool term—five months 
now, and the long-term schools, sometimes 
classed as permanent schools. Long-term schools 
are schools which embrace the period allowed by 
law for the public term, where the teacher hasag 
contract with the board of education and a sup- 
plemental contract with his patrons to teach a 
private elementary school in connection with 
said common school. The requirements made of 
the teacher are as follows: He must be licensed; 
he must be contracted with as above stated; and 
he must make the same reports and returns to 
the county schoo! commissioner as are required of 
other teachers. The pupilcan receive the bencfit 
of any 100 days he may attend a long-term 
school. 

The following is the languago of the proviso: 
“Provided that nothing in thig act shall be so con- 
strued as to prevent any common schoo! scholar 
from entering said school as pupil, if the parent 
or guardian of said pupil shall elect to enter him 
or her for the period of the public term, and upon 
the merits of the common school fund only.” 

4. Private schools assnuch are not recognized 
by the public school system, but they can obtain 
the benefit of the public fund by coinplying with 
the conditions of long-term schools. (See sections 
51 and 52 of the common school laws.) 

5. The public school fund for  teach- 
ing the children of the state can 
be disbursed in two ways only—to local systems 
either directly from the department of education 
or from the departinent through the county school 
commissioner, and to the teachers. Teachers may 
be paid by salary or by pro rata upon average at- 
tendance at the discretion of the board of educa. 
tion, but in either case a contract is necessary. 

6. The supplemental contract of the long-term 
school between the teachers and the patrons fs, of 
course, voluntary; and while the state is respon- 
sible only for the payment of her share, the part 
the patron agrees to pay is a valid claim and can 
be collected in the courts. 

7. I know of nolaw giving boards of educatton 
authority to contract with ~- secretaries 
of local boards of trustees or to 
pay out the fund cntrusted to them to any one ex- 
cept the teacher. Itis necessary for the teacher, 
whether he is paid a salary or pro rata upon aver- 
age attendance, to make out his account and pre- 
sent it to the county school commissioner tv be 
audited so that the board may order it paid. 

8.°The policy of the state is to guarantee to 
evory child who will embrace tho opportunity, 
free tuition for 100 days, but asks the parents to 
supplement her efforts by adding voluntarily to 
the fund she distributes. 

These general principles the board in its wis- 
dom may apply to any of the schools under their 
sa ereag e as wellasto the Tennille institute. 

o their further guidance, however, I will make 
the following application to the case in question: 

It appears, in brief, that L. G, Davis, a resident 
and citizen of the sub-district in which Tennille 
institute is situated, made application for his 
children to be entered as pupils in Tennille insti- 
tute forthe public term and upon the merits of 
the commun school fundonly. Admission was 
refused, unless the usual fee foreach child was 
paid, or unless he would certify that he was un- 
able to pay the fees charged others. 

The grounds of the refusalare based by the 
Tennille institute upon the following statements: 

1. That Tennille institute is not one of the com- 
mon schools of Washington county or of the state 
of Georgia. 

2. That tlie public school law docs not apply to 
Tennille institute. 

3. That Tennille institute was in operation prior 
to the adoption of the constitution of 1877, and 
hence exeinpt from the operation of the iaw. 

4. That there is a public school in operation in 
Tennille, duly located and recognized by the board 
of education of Washington county. 

Therefore, lhold that Tennille institute, being 
neither a branch of the State university nor a 
local system, is a private school. 

Tennille institute has no legal existence, 
either by act of the legislature or of the 
courts. I¢ -is not a system, as it 
was organized by private parties, not 
supported by taxation, but by voluntary aid from 
apart of the citizens of Tennille and the sur- 
rounding country. 

To receive its pro rata share of the public fund 
it must be regarded asa long-term school, an 
subject to the rules and regulations governing 
— scbovls, to which allusion has already been 
made. 

There is no poor school found in Georgia. The 
child of the millionaire is no better than the 
child of the pauperin the common schools. The 
free admission of children, whose parents are 
unable to pay into the school at Tennille, has 
no bearing whatever. There may be other schools 
es same subdistrict, but the parent has his 
choice. 

I therefore rule that Tennille intstitute, or the 
teachers thereof, has no authority to refuse ad- 
mission to the children of L. G. Davis who applies 
to have them admitted for the public school term 
of 100 days, and upon the merits of the common 
school fundonly. Butthe said children are not 
entitled to tuition in any other branches than those 
embraced in curriculum of the common schools. 

The board of education of Washington county, 
will make the above ruling their judgment in 
the case. 8. D. BRADWELL

Castalia, Then the difficulty arose as to the man- 
ner in which her name should be connected with 
the engine. I suggested the form of an anagram, 
in which a suitable sentiment could be incorpo- 
rated, and at the same time, fn the same words, 
the fact of dedication in Miss Latiumer’s name 
could be recorded. ‘ 

I selected the couplet: 

“Go, honored men; by noble deeds declare, 
None but the truly brave deserves the fair. 

This couplet I translated into Latin, but of that 
particular achievement I have no desire to boast. 
The object was not a classical rendering, but one 
as nearly literal as possible and containing as 
few surplus letters as possible. The result was the 
two lines: 


“Ite, vivi honoris; benefactis declarate, 1.” 
Nemo tantum fortis candide pulchram merult. 


Out of these seventy Latin letters, fifty-two are 
numbered, and these fifty-two letters form the 
sentence: “Dedicated to the public service in 
honor of Miss Emma E. Latimer.” I labored 
nearly three days to make the Latin text.and the 
dedication exactly equal in the number of letters, 
but, without changing the motto, degrading the 
form of the Latin translation or using unnecessary 
surplusage in the dedication, I found it impossi- 
ble to reduce the Latin text below seventy letters, 
thus leaving eighteen letters not wanted in the 
anagram. 

I write these lines to complete the record of the 
Castalia. I do not remember that I have ever men-~- 
tioned this matter—certainly have not in any 
public form—but it is due to me that the nobie 
brotherhood of firemen should know that I was 
not afi unconcerned spectator in those stirring 
times.

REAL ESTATE BOARD GOING TO WORK. 


Why Should There Be Any More Failures 
in Atianta This Season P—Echo 
Answers, Why? 


The Atlanta real estate board is now ready 
for business. 

In the minds of discerning, thinking men it 
is no hard task to predict great results and un- 
bounded benefits for this business organiza- 
tion. 

Not only will the owners of real estate in 
Atlanta desiring to buy or sell be profited, but 
likewise also the real estate agents them- 
selves. ; 

One of the chief endeavors of the agents 
who form this combination for inutual assist- 
ance is to establish the principle of exclusive 
agency in handling rea) estate. 

‘‘Here’s the great trouble,” said Mr. Samuel 
Goode, president of the board, speaking of the 
matter yesterday directly alongthis line.

Afterwardsin total ignorance 
another of the agents may sell the lot to an- 
other man, and a good deal of trouble results. 

‘‘Another thing, we won’t allow hereafter 
more than one agent to nail his card ‘for 
sale,’ on a piece of property, for you can 
easily imagine that if a buyer seesso many 
firms’ cards on the same house they will say to 
themselves—‘Wel!l, this property is fairly 
rushed on the market, and I’}l go slow about 
buving it.’ ”’ 

The board will have an office in the council 
chamber, where property, with its price, will 
be ‘‘listed’’ every day. 

No member shall make or agree to makea 
sale at auction unless it is agreed that the sale 
is absolute and without ‘‘by-bidding”’ or ‘‘puff- 
ing;’’ and if owners, after such agreement, 
protect their property, they shall pay the agent 
commissions on the highest bid made before 
the hammer falls. 

Any member shall at his pleasure be author- 
ized to list any property under his control at 
the office of the board in a place provided for 
the purpose, In which case any member shall 
be authorized to offer the same, and on dis- 
posing of it shall be entitled to one-half the 
commission, the other half to go to the party 
listing it at tho board. 

With such business-like principles, real 
estate agents In Atlanta will be enabled to 
conduct their business more satisfactorily and 
more safely than ever before. 


Not a Single Failure. 


Until the Dresden failure occurred Brad- 
street’s agency here had not a single failure in 
this whole section of country to report for the 
week just ending. 

‘Oh, this cry of hard times doesn’t mean 
much, after all,’’ said Mr. Dowling, manager

County School Commissioner Fain Unani- 
mously Re-Elected. 

It is County School Commissioner Fain for 
four years to come.

Mr. John N. Fain was re-elected county 
school commissioner of Fulton county for the 
next term yesterday. 

The Fulton county board of education held 
a special called meeting yesterday afternoon 
at 2 o’clock. The meeting was called by 
State School Commissioner Bradwell to elect 
@ successor to Mr. Fain, his term having 
nearly expired, and yesterday being the day 
for elections in all the counties of the state. 

At the meeting there were present of the 
members of the board, Judge Adam Poole, 
Captain J. M. Liddell and Mr. Thomas F. 
Thomason, Mr. Helling and Mr. Wood were 
unavoidably absent. 

A full review of Commissioner Fain’s work 
during his last term of oflico was 
made by the board, and all his 
books and documents were found to be 
neatly and correctly kept. Indeed, the ex- 
amination of the office records was eminently 
satisfactory to the board, and each member 
heartily congratulated Mr. Fain on _ the 
—— manner in which he had managed 
the affairs of his} office during his entire ad- 
ministration. 

After the review of the school work was 
made, Commissioner Fain was unanimously 
re-elected to succeed himself. 

A certificate of Commissioner Fain’s elec- 
tion for the next four years was at once made 
out, signed by the members of _ the 
board who were present and carried to State 
School Commissioner Bradwell by Judge

The attention of the board was called to the 
school at Peachtree Park. This school is one

Two teachersare already employed at the 
schoo], but the attendance of pupils has in- 
creased to such a great extent that the teachers 
could not give the proper attention to the 
classes. Twoof the trustees of this school 
appeared befvre the board to ask that 
they be given another teacher for the 
school. After some discussion Commissioner 
Fain was authorized to make a contract with 
Miss Annie J. Cox to assist at the Peachtree 
Park school. 

School matters in general were talked over. 
The reports from every quarter of the county 
indicate that the attendance upon the common 
schools in the country districts is greater than 
ever before.

MEN AND AFFAIRS. 


What Some Well-Known People Are Doing 
and Saying, 

General Phil Cook has found on the 
early reeords of the secretary of state’s 
office something that will interest the 
Scotch-Irish people who are to meet here 
soon. 

About a hundred years ago, the legisla- 
ture of Georgia voted 200,000 acres of 
land to the people who came to the state 
from Virginia and North Carolina. These 
were the Scotch-Irish people, of 
whose coming aud subsequent 
history (governor Gilmer gave 
an account in his famous book known 
as “Gilmer’s Georgians.” ‘This book has 
Jong been out of print,.and few copies are 
in existence. There is one in the state 
library. 


While he yvas in this antiquarian mood, 
General Cook found the marks of an an- 
cient subtreasury plan upon the records. In 
1828 the Central Georgia bank was char- 
tered, and from it grew the loan scheme 
which planted the land fund. A large 
amount of money was received from the 
federal government, and the legislature 
passed an act authorizing the Central bank, 
which was the fiscal agent of the state, to 
lend this money out to the people, in 
amounts not exceeding $2,500 to one per- 
gon, and distributed among the counties 
according to population. General Cook 
says the scheme went into operation, and 
the money jvent out never to return. It 
was, in brief, very much the experience of 
Alabama. 


The expected resignation of Colonel Em- 
mett Womack has brought several appli- 
tants for the position.
